Maris accused Lieber of 
spreading false and inflammatory 
information to the community. 

“On some issues, related to 
the waterfront in particular, there 
has been perhaps disagreement 
on how to proceed,” said City 
Councilman Farid Javandel. 

“It’s disappointing the way a 
few big items sort of consume 
our time and effort, and I worry 
that some of the lesser things 
are not necessarily getting the 
attention they probably deserve.”

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Schools 
keep watch 
for illegal 
transfers

As a new academic year 
swings into gear, schools in Al- 
bany and other East Bay cities are 
going after interlopers — students 
attending overcrowded schools 
via illegal, do-it-yourself transfers. 

Crammed high schools have 
students jockeying for limited 
classroom space, and desperate 
parents stretching the ethical 
boundaries. Literally. They pre- 
tend to live within Albany High 
School’s or Northgate’s atten- 
dance boundaries so their child is 
guaranteed a space. They invent 
addresses, forge forms, or use a 
friend’s home as a mail drop. 

Increasingly, schools and com- 
munities are fighting back. Anti- 
och’s parents rat each other out, 
knowing the district’s private in- 
vestigator will follow each tip. 
The investigator found 12 inter- 
lopers last year, and the district’s 
new anonymous tip line has 
launched several investigations. 

Albany’s — superintendent 
knocks on doors to verify suspect 
addresses. Superintendent Willie 
Wong said he has seen it all: faux 
utility bills, nonexistent streets, 
even a cozy little home that 
housed six families — or so par- 
ents claimed. 

Mt. Diablo’s open enrollment 
policy became moot last year when 
high schools filled beyond capac- 
ity. Already, Northgate, College 
Park and Concord High-are com- 
pletely full, and Clayton Valley 
High School is nearing capacity. 

Parents who live outside those 
attendance areas may become 
desperate enough to bend the 
rules, said Sue Chambers, the as- 
sistant director of student ser- 
vices. And parents within the 
boundaries grow protective of 
their school’s limited resources. 

“You get that at the more de- 
sirable schools,” she said. “Some- 
times we get parents calling in, 
telling on other parents. We'll 
physically go to the address and 
check. It’s a fair thing to do.” 

The Pleasanton School District 
typically finds 50 to 60 do-it-your- 
selfers among its 14,000 students: 
Most simply don’t know the rules, 
said Rich Puppione, Pleasanton’s 
senior director of pupil services. 
But last year, administrators found 
15 families who had intentionally 
tried to deceive the district.

Police follow tips, stay mum in slaying pro) 


@ He is best remembered

EL CERRITO — Police said 
earlier this week they uncovered 
leads that suggest a motive in the 
case of a slain Richmond youth 
football coach but did not offer 
details in order to preserve the in- 
vestigation. 

Officers responding about 3:30 
a.m. Sunday to reports of a dis- 
turbance in the parking lot of Na- 
tion’s Giant Hamburgers at the 
corner of San Pablo and Central 
avenues found 32-year-old Waleed 
Elahi dying from gunshot wounds. 

Security camera footage from 
inside the restaurant shows that 
Elahi entered and left the restau- 
rant twice shortly before his 
death, police said, and many peo- 
ple at the restaurant remembered 
him being there. 

Detectives are still trying to 
pin down whether the victim 
came alone and what prompted 
the argument that preceded the 
shooting. Elahi died at the scene. 


“There were a couple of bul- 
let holes in his car, which was at 
one end of the lot. The officers 
found him on the ground, closer 
to the (restaurant) door,” said El 
Cerrito police Cmdr. Scot Mosby. 

Nation’s is an all-night hang- 
out well known in the East Bay 
club scene. Elahi spent Saturday 
evening at a hip-hop club in San 
Jose, said detective Cpl. Don 
Horgan. 

Officers plan to interview club 
management, Horgan said, to de- 
termine whether some interper- 
sonal dispute followed Elahi 
home that night. 

Police also followed tips that 
retaliation for something specific 
in Elahi’s past motivated his as- 
sailant. As recently as the late 
1990s, Richmond police associ- 
ated Elahi with a street faction 
in the Kennedy Manor public 
housing project, which has since 
been renamed Monterey Pines. 

His death was the second 
homicide in El Cerrito this year. 

Elahi, who lived in Vallejo, had 
a criminal record but in recent 
years settled into a safer lifestyle 
that involved diverse creative 
projects, including the promotion 
of local rap artists. 

“I been knowing the little 
brother since he was a baby,” said 
longtime friend Qualaam Rashid. 
“At one time in his younger years, 
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the crime life touched him, but he 
got out of it.” 

Elahi’s promotional talents 
were put to work following a 
tragedy in August 2004, when he 
helped organize a benefit con- 
cert for slain De La Salle football 
star Terrance Kelly. He also 
staged the Gospel Superfest at 
the Richmond auditorium last 
year, said Minister Mustafah 
Muhyee of St. John Missionary 
Baptist Church. 

Muhyee also said Waleed had 
helped start a computer center 
at the Monterey Pines. 

Locals will remember him 
most for his work with the Rich- 
mond Steelers youth football or- 
ganization. Elahi coached the 13- 
and 14-year-old team, friends 
said. His brother, Khalid, also 
coached in the organization. 

“He was trying to keep youths 
off the street and in sports and 
do something constructive with 
their lives,” said their father, 
Stafford Elahi Sr., about Waleed.

And fishing 
is not allowed in Wildcat 
Creek. It’s OK to fish at Lake 
Anza, but a state fishing li- 
cense is required for ages 16 
and older.

Council should step back 
from waterfront debate 


UCH IS OFTEN SAID about the need to 
change the tone in Washington. But Albany 
residents don’t have to look that far. There 
are growing signs that the tone on their 
own City Council is in much need of im- 
provement. ; 


A public feud has broken out in recent weeks between 
council members Robert Lieber and Allan Maris, spilling 
onto this page. Lieber wrote a letter to the editor on Aug. 5 
accusing other council members of trying to suppress his 
right to raise issues for discussion through a proposal to 
change the rules regarding how items are placed on the 
council’s agenda. Maris, the author of the proposal, shot 
back the following week, attacking the description of his 
proposal in a Journal news article and accusing Lieber of 
being a bully and showing disrespect for other council 
members. (The Journal acknowledges that it did not prop- 
erly explain the details of Maris’ proposal and printed a 
correction the following week; however, we disagree with 
his assertion that it would not have limited council mem- 
bers’ ability to bring up items). 

For better or worse, Lieber has become a polarizing fig- 
ure in the city since his election to the council last Novem- 
ber. An outspoken opponent of large-scale development on 
the waterfront, he has wasted no time bringing the issue 
front and center before the council. Questions surrounding 
the waterfront’s future have increasingly divided the city, 
leading to growing bitterness on both sides of the debate. 
It’s not surprising that the emotions surrounding this issue 
have spilled onto the council and created heightened ten- 
sion among some of its members. 


Debate over any important issue inevitably results in a 
certain level of discord and even frayed relations among 
public officials. But to have members of the council attack- 
ing each other publicly cannot be in the best interests of 
the city. The council must work together on many impor- 
tant issues, and the animosity developing among some 
members is jeopardizing its ability to do that. 


Many residents are undoubtedly happy that Lieber has 
taken such a strong stand on the waterfront issue during 
his short time on the council. He has every right to focus 
on the issues he deems most important. But it seems to us 
that the critical issue regarding the waterfront at this point 
is not so much what should ultimately happen to the land 
but the process by which that decision should be made. 


Those who oppose large-scale development seem intent 
on settling the debate before any proposals come forward. 
Their goal is to force the owner of Golden Gates Fields, 
Magna Entertainment Corp., to agree to limited develop- 
ment on the land instead of the larger project it would 
clearly prefer. If they can convince Magna now that the 
city won't go along with any plans for a shopping mall and 
casino, perhaps they can expedite a deal in which it settles 
for something less. 


The arguments in favor of preserving the vast majority 
of the waterfront as open space are indeed compelling, 
and this may well be the course preferred by the majority 
of Albany’s residents. But we believe those residents — 
and their representatives on the council — should have the 
opportunity to explore all options for the future of the wa- 
terfront and weigh whatever proposals are brought for- 
ward in the future. 


At a time when Albany’s residents face the prospect of 
being asked to approve new parcel taxes by both the city 
and school board, it would be a disservice for the council 
to automatically rule out future sources of revenue before 
even looking at the possibilities. Magna should have the 
opportunity to offer a proposal before having anyone say 
what it can or can’t do with the land it owns. Magna may 
be wasting its time hoping that the citizens of Albany will 
support a large-scale development. But it should have the 
chance to at least try. 


It would serve the council and the city’s residents well 
to take a step back from the heated debate over the water- 
front and allow tempers to cool. There are many more im- 
mediate concerns for the council to focus its attention, and 
we hope Lieber, Maris and other members of the council 
will find common ground and the will to work together. 
There will be plenty of opportunities to debate and decide 
the future of the waterfront when the time for a real deci- 
sion comes.

Response to Cheasty 
commentary

The coffees he refers to are informal 
meetings, 14 to date, that we have held 
throughout Albany to seek input on what 
residents want at the track. For anyone 
who has attended one of the coffees 
(Cheasty received his own invitation for 
a gathering a few doors down from his 
home but declined to come), it is clear 
there is a wide range of opinions in Al- 
bany; our hosts and attendees can in no 
way be easily categorized as either for or 
against development, as Cheasty sug- 
gests. 

His statement that Golden Gate Fields 
may leave is also incorrect. In a letter to 
the Albany City Council dated July 18, 
Dennis Mills, Magna’s executive vice 
chairman, said, “(Golden Gate Fields) is 
an irreplaceable asset to the (horse rac- 
ing) industry and one that we are com- 
mitted to owning and operating for many 
years to come.” 

Dixon — more than 50 miles away — 
will have no impact on Golden Gate 
Fields whatsoever. It is a completely dif- 
ferent market. (Do any of your neighbors 
have Sacramento Kings season tickets?) 
And Cheasty’s statement that Dixon will 
“add casino gambling as soon as possi- 
ble” ignores the fact that state law for- 
bids it. 

Our only goal has been to meet and 
listen to as many Albany residents as pos- 
sible to hear their views on the future of 
the waterfront. When we do circulate our 
initial drawings, we will do our best to 
reflect the ideas that we have heard from 
the hundreds of Albany residents with 
whom we have met thus far. 

The project will unquestionably in- 
clude the completion of the Bay Trail, cre- 
ation of park and open space, and re- 
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stored beaches — all without the use of 
taxpayer money. We will continue to re- 
fine the project in the following weeks 
and months so it will represent the wishes 
of the residents while providing a wide 
range of opportunities for people to en- 
joy the waterfront. 

We are hopeful that by working hand 
in hand with the Albany community we 
can be a part of a better future on the wa- 
terfront.

Since 1970, he’s lived and 
died with every peak and valley 
the program has endured. 

Last spring, Turner contacted 
White and helped organize a re- 
union for all the Bears teams 
coached by White. The event also 
served as a 30th anniversary cel- 
ebration of the 1975 Cal team 
that tied for the Pac-8 champi- 
onship with UCLA. 

White said the fervor with 
which Turner organized that re- 
union was reminiscent of how he 
used to help White on the side- 
lines. 

“I had him doing everything,” 
White recalled. “Here’s one of my 
good friends, and he was in and 
out and all over the damn place. 
So when we had that reunion he 
was instrumental in getting a 
whole bunch of guys together.” 

The memories from the 1975 
season still are vivid for Turner. 

He remembers a nationally 
televised home game with South- 
ern Cal. The game had huge im- 
plications in the standings, but 
Turner had his own drama be- 
fore kickoff. 

“In those days, there were 
only two games on TV — one in 
the morning and one in the af- 
ternoon,” Turner recalled. “We 
were held up by a Big Ten (Con- 
ference) game. A guy from ABC 
comes up and tells me, ‘Tell your 
team not to come downstairs for 
another seven minutes.’” 

Turner relayed the message 
to White, who went ballistic. 

“He threw a helmet through 
a window,” Turner said. “He said, 
‘Let’s go beat them.’ ... (The play- 
ers) stood there for almost 10 
minutes. One guy starts jumping 
up and down, then they all start 

jumping up and down. We were 
huge underdogs, and we go out 
and beat them.

Patrolling the practice field oc- 
casionally offers its challenges, 
too. 

Years ago, a man attired in ap- 
parel with West Virginia insignia 
showed up at a Cal practice. 
Turner thought that suspicious 
inasmuch as the Bears were 
about to play at West Virginia. 

“He actually had an 8-mil- 
limeter camera. He was filming 
the practice,” Turner said. “I 
grabbed the guy and asked him 
for his camera. Max McCartney, 
one of the assistant coaches, 
opened the camera and grabbed 
the film, and that’s what it was. 
He was filming our practice and 
making comments to himself.” 

Turner is able to devote more 
time to Cal since retiring eight 
years ago from his job as a field 
technician with Engeo Inc., a soil 
engineering firm. 

With the Bears, his tongue-in- 
cheek title is DEO — Director of 
External Operations. 

His duties range from order- 
ing food for the team after road 
games to setting up the room 
where the Bears gather before 
home games. 

Every player that passes 
through the Cal program quickly 
gets acquainted with “Dog.” 

“Sometimes guys hang 
around (a program) for whatever 
reason, and it’s not in the best 
interest of the student-athlete,” 
former Cal coach Tom Holmoe 
said. “With Bud — with ‘Dog’ — 
he would do anything for those 
kids. He wanted to give service. 
It was genuine and heartfelt. 
You’ve gotta love him.” 

For all of Turner’s fond mem- 
ories with the Bears since 1970,

list — a trip to Pasadena. 

He thought Cal would go to 
the Rose Bowl in 1975 after beat- 
ing Southern Cal. But the Tro- 
jans lost to cross-town rival 
UCLA later in the season, and 
the Bruins went to the Rose Bowl 
based on their victory over Cal. 

Then there was last year, 
when the Bears got squeezed out 
of a Bowl Championship Series 
berth by Texas that would have 
put them in the Rose Bowl. 

“I’ve been screwed out of two 
Rose Bowls,” Turner said with a 
trace of bitterness. 

But Turner did have a unique 
view of Cal's last trip to Pasadena 
in 1959. 

He had plans to attend the 
game against Iowa, but he also 
was working for the U.S. Forest 
Service at the time. 

Instead of going to Southern 
California for the game, he was 
sent there to fight a fire. 

Turner actually had the sta- 
dium within his sights as he was 
battling the blaze. 

“We'll be back (to the Rose 
Bowl),” Turner predicted. 

Whenever the Bears do make 
it back to the Rose Bowl, don’t 
be surprised if Turner is there. 

And don’t be surprised if he 
has a story to tell about it.

HEN I WAS working 
\ M ] as a jails librarian, 
fotonovelas were one 


of the popular items we pro- 
vided to our library patrons. I 
loved going to the Mission dis- 
trict in San Francisco to pick 
them up — and I always took a 
few minutes to stop at my fa- 
vorite Mexican bakery. So, 
when I saw that these small, in- 
expensively made Spanish-lan- 
guage comic books had made 
the news lately, I was inter- 
ested to read more about the 
controversy. 

According to the many reports 
and e-mails I read, this topic 
started with a complaint from an 
organization called “Colorado Al- 
liance for Immigration Reform” 
(CAIR). 

The complaint apparently 
stemmed from explicit drawings 
it found in some of the titles at 
the Denver Public Library, al- 
though the issue seems to have 
evolved into the larger question 
of Spanish-language materials 
versus English-language ones. 

There was a protest outside 
the Central Library on Aug. 8, 
with a local radio commentator, 
Michael Corbin, quoted in the 
Rocky Mountain News as saying: 
“It’s outrageous that we’ve got 
the library, of all places, peddling 
porn...” (Aug. 9, 2005). Corbin 
was joined by a representative 
from the Colorado Minutemen — 
a group that monitors border 
crossings — and others, as they 
demanded the resignation of the 
city librarian Rick Ashton. 

On the other side were library 
supporters, who carried signs 
that supported multilingualism 
and questioned censorship. 
Corey Sampson, who repre- 
sented an organization called 
“Colorado for Immigrant Rights,” 
argued that this issue was being 
used to further the racist beliefs

of organizations like CAIR: 

There is much more informa= 
tion about this controversy, on 
the CAIR Web site (cairco.org), 
on the American Library Associ- 
ation Web site (ala.org) and on 
the Denver Public Library Web 
site (denverlibrary.org), as well 
as various news sites. And on 
Aug. 1, the Washington Times 
(washingtontimes.com) pub- 
lished an article by Valerie 
Richardson about the Denver li- 
brary’s “Language and Learning” 
plan, which will enhance the li- 
brary offerings to its Spanish- 
speaking patrons. 

This plan sparked much of the 
debate about the role of public 
libraries and the use of taxpay- 
ers’ money. But rather than get 
into more detail, I’d like to ad- 
dress that basic question: What 
is the role of a public library, es- 
pecially as it relates to immi- 
grants and non-English materi- 
als? 

In the August issue of “Amer- 
ican Libraries,” there is a special 
literacy tool kit that begins: 
“When Andrew Carnegie set out 
to expand America’s public li- 
brary system ... the libraries he 
supported were built to educate 
and prepare a generation of peo- 
ple, mostly new immigrants, to 
be productive citizens. ...” 

This idea that we look at who 
we are serving and how we can 
meet their needs, while at the 
same time making our commu- 
nities and our country a better 
place for all of us, should be the 
mission for all public libraries. 

Providing library materials in 
familiar formats and native lan- 
guages is just one way a library 
can help its users. As library of- 
ficial Beth Elder says in the 
Washington Times article, “Li- 
braries have always welcomed 
immigrants and always been a 
resource for immigrants to im- 
prove their lives.” 

I couldn’t agree more — and 
for us to do less would be to un- 
dermine who we are: Libraries for 
the public — all of the public.

The agency will be asked to 
accept the grant money at its 
Sept. 19 meeting. 

However, the master plan will 
be just one part of the planning 
process for Del Norte, said 
Mayor Sandi Potter. In March 
2004, the city approved Del Norte 
“design guidelines” that, among 
other things, encourage the area 
to be split up in “walkable 
blocks.” 

Potter said the city’s 1999 gen- 
eral plan also provides guidelines 
for what the area could eventu- 
ally become. 

Del Norte, along with El Cer- 
rito Plaza and the “mid-town” 
area, will take on the most 
growth in the city, according to 
the general plan. 

At Del Norte, the plan as- 
sumes the development of cur- 
rent vacant and under-used lots 
with a mix of residential units 
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and offices with ground-floor 
commercial uses. 

It also assumes that new de- 
velopment will consist of mixed- 
use buildings on lots adjacent to 
San Pablo Avenue. Lower-den- 
sity housing may replace a por- 
tion of the BART parking lots 
along Key Boulevard. 

The plan assumes that the re- 
tail uses will include restaurants 
and services to both offices and 
residents, as well as to sur- 
rounding residential neighbor- 
hoods, 

Potter said the design guide- 
lines were a first step in the de- 
velopment process. The master 
plan, she said, will build on the 
general plan guidelines, while 
taking into account regional plan- 
ning efforts such as nearby creek 
improvements and traffic circu- 
lation upgrades. 

This year, the Olson Co., the 
Seal Beach-based developer of 
the Richmond Transit Village, 
has expressed an interest in pur- 
chasing the three parcels that 
make up the Mayfair Block. The 


Mayfair Block is bordered by San 
Pablo and Knott avenues, Kear- 
ney Street and Cutting Boule- 
vard. “It’s useful to engage in re- 
gional planning efforts, and at 
the same time consider day-to- 
day applications,” Potter said. 
“We will have to move forward 
with the regional planning at Del 
Norte and also the planning ap- 
plication by Olson.” 

Del Norte has been on the 
city’s development radar for 
decades. 

In the 1990s, the redevelop- 
ment agency spent money to ac- 
quire properties and bring in new 
stores or build new develop- 
ments. That includes Target and 
the award-winning Del Norte 
Place, a mixed-use development 
consisting of apartments and 
commercial space north of Cut- 
ting Boulevard. 

In the early part of this 
decade, Charlie Oewel, a devel- 
oper working with BART, sought 
to build 348 residential units, 
52,000 square feet of office space, 
and 89,525 square feet of retail 


space, including a fitness center, 
on and around BART property. 

In the mid-1990s, Oewel pro- 
posed a mixed-use development 
that included a movie theater, but 
community opposition thwarted 
it. 

The City Council voted to dis- 
continue working with Oewel in 
early 2004 after he failed to pro- 
vide proper documents to the city 
as well as proof that he could 
fund his project. 

Meanwhile, the Olson Co. and 
BART are both on board to work 
with the city on a master plan for 
development around the Del 
Norte BART station over the next 
five to 10 years, Trevino said. 

Working with Olson and 
BART are key parts of the mas- 
ter plan, said City Manager Scott 
Hanin. 

“Our goal,” said Hanin, “is to 
not have piece meal development 
at that end of town.”

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Lieber, a waterfront develop- 
ment opponent elected to the 
council in November, said last 
week he wanted to debate ideas 
on the council and leave personal 
attacks aside. 

Maris was vacationing this 
week and could not be reached 
for comment. 

Council members offered dif- 
fering opinions on the recent con- 
troversy. Mayor Robert Good 
thought Maris’ proposal stifled de- 
bate, while Javandel thought it 
was an effort to fhake meeting 
agendas more efficient. 

Javandel pointed out that the 
council has other topics on its 
plate beyond the waterfront, such 
as whether to allow St. Mary’s 
High School to retain some build- 
ing space despite a city require- 
ment to tear it down. 

The issue has brought out the 
passions of the school as well as 
the Peralta Park Neighborhood 
Association. Scores of people from 
both sides have been attending re- 
cent council meetings. The coun- 
cil will hear the issue again at its 
Sept. 6 meeting. 

“Tt’s not the waterfront, but 
clearly this is a divided issue,” said 
Javandel, “and it has the potential 
to be very polarizing, certainly 
among the folks providing input.” 

But the council will continue 


the waterfront 
debate and the 
issues that have 
arisen around it 
as well. 

In Septem- 
ber, the council 
will discuss a 
recommenda- 
tion by resident 
Sally Outis about whether the 
council should approve its agen- 
das before every meeting. 

Good said he plans to bring a 
proposal to the council for setting 
aside two-thirds of the waterfront 
land for housing, in the event that 
Magna Entertainment Corp., the 
owner of the Golden Gate Fields 
racetrack, should shut the track 
down. 

The track is losing money, and 
Good believes Magna will shut it 
down, as early as next year. 

However, in a July 18 letter to 
the council, Magna Executive Vice 
Chairman Dennis Mills said the 
speculation that the racetrack 
would close is unfounded. 

Okawachi, meanwhile, said she 
wants more harmony on the coun- 
cil. 

“I think the controversies are 
very unfortunate and to me very 
unnecessary,” she said. “And I 
hope we can all work together in 
the future.”

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In one case, a student claimed 
to be living at a business address. 
When the business owner 
backed him up, the district noti- 
fied police, who informed the 
owner that the place was not res- 
identially zoned. 

“That got them to fess up real 
quick,” Puppione said. 

In Hercules, it’s the city that 
wants to crack down on illegal 
student transfers. Two years ago, 
the City Council voted to inves- 
tigate the paperwork families use 
to justify school transfers. Unau- 
thorized or fraudulent transfers 
crowd out students who legiti- 
mately live within the attendance 
boundaries, Hercules City Coun- 
cilman Trevor Evans-Young said. 

The idea was shot down in 
2003 by the West Contra Costa 
school district, which raised con- 
cerns about student privacy, but 
it resurfaced this summer. School 
board member Dave Brown res- 
urrected the $75,000 proposal 
with a few tweaks under discus- 
sion now. 

And this summer, Acalanes’ 
high schools began requiring 
even longtime district families to 
prove their eligibility by bring- 
ing in three very specific forms 
of address verification.

perintendent John Stockton. 
Now, Acalanes requires state and 
federal address verification in the 
form of income tax returns, ve- 
hicle registration or property tax 
bills, and a driver’s license or 
passport. So far, more than a 
hundred do-it-yourself transfers 
have been caught. 

That’s nothing, said Albany’s 
Wong, who used to work for a 
school district near Mexico. 
When that district clamped down 
on its illegal transfers — most of 
whom were traipsing across the 
Mexican border — it lost 25 per- 
cent of its student population. 

“Because (Albany) is a small 
community, a lot of our princi- 
pals and teachers see our par- 
ents on the street, see them 
around. We don’t ask them to 
prove (residency) every year,” 
Wong said. “When I was super- 
intendent in Mountain Empire, I 
used to have to sit at the border 
and watch.”

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And the greenway draws a di- 
verse crowd, which includes 
moms with strollers, experienced 
bicyclists and joggers, senior cit- 
izens, and young adults walking 
home from the BART stations. 

In El Cerrito, the greenway is 
divided into separate bike and 
pedestrian paths and crosses 
about 15 streets, from El Cerrito 
Plaza to six blocks north of the 
Del Norte BART station. 

Vegetation and trees line the 
greenway, along with occasional 
graffiti and trash. The occasional 
loud roar of the BART train over- 
head can be deafening. 

Bicycling home north from his 
job as an academic adviser at UC 
Berkeley, Jesus Arciniega called 
the BART path a fantastic trail 
that allows him to commute eight 
miles in about 40 minutes. 

He said he had heard of two 
people being assaulted on the 
greenway, including one man 
from his church who had his arms 
broken, but in six years never had 
any problems of his own. 

He suggested that the police 
department employ private-citi- 
zen bicyclists who can patrol and 
call on their cell phones when 
they see problems. 

The police department already 
uses bicycle patrols on the path, 
but the city has additional ideas. 
In early August, it submitted a 
grant application to the Metro- 
politan Transportation Commis- 
sion intended to increase the 
number of people using the 
greenway to get to BART or other 
public transportation, by in- 
creasing the safety on the path.

In 1988, 2,718 California 
homes sold for one million dollars 
or more; in 2004, the figure was 
33,107. Incomes in the state and 
locally are higher than national 
numbers; however, the difference 
is slight compared to the pricing 
disparity. This clarifies why the 
‘homeownership rate in California 
is almost 10 per cent lower than 
in the nation. 

2) Property tax hit for trade-up 
buyers. Paying approximately 
$800 per month in property taxes 
alone for the median Bay Area 
house referenced above is not 
feasible for many buyers. 

3) Homeowners will stay put 
longer because they took cash 
out in a refinance and do not 
have enough equity to move. 

4) Homeowners love their low 
interest, fixed rate mortgage, 
which is no longer available as 
rates are rising. 

5) Interest-only and Adjustable 
Rate Mortgages (ARMs) are being 
used by many buyers to bridge 
the affordability gap.

In addition to a decrease in 
the percentage change of the me- 
dian price, other factors reflect a 
slowing trend.

@ There's more to deal 
than just price 
INMAN NEWS 

Negotiating a home purchase 
can be an arduous process. Draft- 
ing the purchase offer can take 
hours depending on the situation. 
After all that, the seller may or may 
not find it acceptable, and modifi- 
cations may be necessary. 

Buyers usually focus on price 
when they think of striking a deal 
with the seller. But the purchase of- 
fer encompasses all the terms and 
conditions that will apply if the sale 
goes forward. It's a complicated le- 
gal document. 

Sellers often don’t accept the 
buyer's first offer in its entirety. For 
instance, the seller might like the 
buyer's price, but not the date he 
wants to close the sale. Or, the 
buyer could ask for possession of 
the property when the deal closes, 
and the sellers might need to rent 
back for a while. 

It's common for buyers and sell- 
ers to engage in several rounds of 
counteroffering back and forth before 
they arrive at a contract that's mutu- 
ally acceptable. This can take days. 
One way to short-cut the process is 
through verbal negotiations. 

For example, sellers of a Pied- 
mont property received several of- 
fers. Two of the offers were close to 
what they were hoping for. Rather 
than go through the tedium of coun- 
tering back and forth, they asked their 
listing agent to talk to the real estate 
agents who represented the buyers 
who made the two best offers. 

The sellers wanted to know if el- 
ther or both of the buyers would be 
willing to pay more in order to wrap 
up the deal. The sellers reached a 
verbal agreement with one of the 
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buyers, which was promptly solid- 
fled in writing. 

HOUSE HUNTING: It’s critical 
to keep in mind that verbal agree- 
ments to sell real estate aren't bind- 
ing. To be legally enforceable, a 
contract to buy real estate must be 
agreed to in writing by both buyer 
and seller. One prospective buyer 
learned this lesson the hard way. 
He preferred to negotiate verbally 
with the seller for the purchase of 
an Oakland property. 

After several days of verbal ne- 
gotiations, the buyer and seller 
reached a verbal agreement on 
price. The myriad details that make 
up the entire purchase agreement 
hadn't been discussed. 

When the buyer finally sat down 
with an agent to put his offer is writ- 
ing, other buyers were expressing 
interest in making offers. One of the 
other buyers did step forward with 
a written offer for a higher price that 
was presented to the seller along 
with the offer from the buyer who 
had initially made the verbal offer. 

The sellers happily accepted the 
highest offer, which was much bet- 
ter than the offer made by the buyer 
who preferred to wait to put his of- 
fer in writing. 

Buyers and sellers often feel that 
negotiations about issues that are 
les& significant than the price can 
be carried out with less pressure on 
a more casual verbal basis. But, un- 
til you have a fully ratified written 
contract, you don't have a binding 
agreement. 

So, if another offer shows up be- 
fore you've agreed in writing to all 
the terms of your purchase contract, 
the sellers may be under no oblig- 
ation to sell to you. 

Even if you're diligent about 
committing your offer and all coun-

teroffers to writing, both you and 
the sellers have the right to with- 
draw a counteroffer before it has 
been signed by the other party and 
acceptance has been delivered 
back to the party that made the 
counteroffer. Like in baseball that’s 
not over till it's over, your real es- 
tate contract isn’t binding until it's 
signed by all parties. 

THE CLOSING: Be sure to con- 
sult a knowledgeable real estate at- 
torney if you have any questions 
about whether you have a binding 
contract.

Although it's foremost in most 
consumers’ minds, don't obsess on 
the lower monthly mortgage pay- 
ments that many creative mortgage 
products offer. 

“If your objective is to live in the 
home and retire and pay this home 
off, you can't be lured by the lower 
monthly payment because the 
lower your monthly payment, the 
less you will be reducing the prin- 
cipal on the loan,” says Anthony 
Hsieh, president of www.Lend- 
ingTree.com, an online lender. 

The hottest home-loan product 
at the moment is an interest-only 
mortgage, which allows you to get 
a bigger loan and more house. 

Most interest-only payment 
plans are offered on adjustable-rate 
mortgages, but they can also be 
found on fixed-rate loans. 

“The name Is misleading,” says 
Keith Gumbinger, a vice president 
and analyst at HSH Associates, a 
mortgage-information publisher. 
“There is no such thing as an in- 
terest-only mortgage because even- 
tually you'll have to pay the loan 
principal as well.” 

The standard payment on a 6 
percent, 30-year $100,000 loan is 
about $600, he says. Of that, $500 
is interest. 

So if you opt for an “interest-only” 
loan, he says, you're reducing your 
payment by only $100 a month — 
and you're not building equity. 

“The only appreciation you 
could hope for is in real estate 
prices,” says Paul Havemann, also 
an HSH vice president. 

And we know that doesn’t al- 
ways happen, although it's oc- 
curred lately, driven by low interest 
rates. 

“Everybody is betting on the fu- 
ture — that we’re going to have 
these big price appreciations in 
housing, that we're all going to get 
big raises,” says Craig Jarrell, pres- 
ident of the Dallas region of Pulaski 
Mortgage Co. “What if you don't get 
Promoted? What if you don’t get a 
raise? What if your house doesn’t 
appreciate?” 

He and other mortgage experts 
say interest-only mortgages are best 
suited for home buyers who plan 
to move before the principal comes 
due, for those who expect their in- 
comes to rise strongly over time, 
and for those who get the bulk of 


their Income in bonuses. 

Like interest-only mortgages, so- 
called option adjustable-rate mort- 
gages are enjoying a surge in pop- 
ularity, But these, too, require 
caution, the experts say. 

This kind of mortgage gives bor- 
rowers the option to pay less than 
the interest charged on their loans 
by deferring part of that payment 
and adding it to the original loan 
balance. 

The lure is a lower payment. On 
the other hand, if you choose that 
option, you will end up owing more 
than your original balance. 

“Why would you take a loan 
product that goes backwards?” Jar- 
rell asks. “That's just insane.” 

There are also mortgage prod- 
ucts that allow you to put nothing 
down, which also slow your ability 
to accumulate equity. 

In Mark and Jessica Callahan's 
case, it was the right type of mort- 
gage. The couple, both 25, are ne- 
gotiating to buy their first home. 
Their loan is a 30-year fixed-rate 
mortgage with an 80 percent first 
lien and a 20 percent second lien. 

“We don't have a lot of savings 
that a lot of people do,” says Calla- 
han, an investment-portfolio spe- 
cialist, who has a master's degree 
in real estate finance. “I got a sec- 
ond lien because | didn't want to pay 
PMI (private mortgage insurance).” 

Lenders have traditionally re- 
quired buyers who borrow more 
than 80 percent of the home's price 
to pay mortgage insurance to pro- 
tect against default. 

“| got this even with a higher in- 
terest rate just to deduct the inter- 
est,” Callahan says. 

In the Callahans’ case, putting 
zero down works for them, says Jar- 
rell, their lender. 

“He's a young, upwardly mobile 
professional with an MBA, who will 
be making more money and has 
the financial discipline to save 
money and to pay off his bills,” Jar- 
rell says. 

Callahan advises consumers to 
not be enticed by lenders who tell 
them they can qualify for a high 
mortgage amount. 

“You've got to be very logical in 
your decision,” he says. “That's the 
maximum loan you can shoulder, 
but that doesn't mean you should 
go for it.”

It could be a heavy rain, a bath- 
tub left running unattended or a bro- 
ken hose on your washing machine 
— unforeseen problems can leave 
you underwater quickly, So what do 
you do if you find yourself ankle- 
deep in water at home? 

“It's important to know how to 
react to minimize problems,” said 
Steven A. Ferguson of the Rainbow 
International Restoration and Clean- 
ing franchise in Berkeley. 

“Home flooding problems need 
more than just a few towels. Excess 
water can cause electrical, carpet 
or even structural damage and 
néed professional attention.” 

Ferguson suggests six steps to 
take if you find yourself (and your 
furniture) sitting in water. 

Step 1: Call your insurer 
promptly. Give them an accurate 
description of the extent of damage.

Step 2: Document your claims. 
Inventory every room. To receive full 
reimbursement for your losses, you 
need to document them systemat- 
ically. Don't rely on memory alone 
— equip yourself with reporter's 
tools: pencils, paper and a camera. 

Step 3: Prevent more damage. 
If your home has flooded, you can 
take a few measures on your own 
to help prevent further damage.

, You need a company that has 
experts in water remediation. The 
Institute of Inspection, Cleaning and 
Restoration Certification has estab- 
lished recognized standards for the 
restoration industry. For referrals to 
\ICRC-approved companies, go to 
www.licrc.org. 

Step 5: Get an estimate. Don't 
let the need for speed prevent you 
from doing your research, Ask how 
long the company has been in busi- 
ness, and request proof that it car- 
tiles the appropriate insurance. Ask 
for references too. If you don't like 
the answers you get, call someone 
else. 

Step 6: Leave it to the experts. 
The best thing you can do now is 
to stay out of the way. “No one 
wants to be under this kind of 
stress,” Ferguson added, “But, if 
the worst should happen, take com- 
fort that restoration experts will do 
their best to get it back to the way 
it was,”

Q. I'm having a difficult time 
keeping my lawn green.

A. Lawn moth and/or other soil in- 
sects could be the problem.

Q. I've purchased a couple of 
potted tuberoses. |'m not sure if | 
want to transplant them in the 
ground or just repot them so that | 
can move them indoors during the 
winter. What do you suggest? 

A. Tuberoses are bulbs that go 
dormant every year so it's not nec- 
essary to bring them indoors. They 
will survive outdoors either in the 
ground or in a container. For right 
now, I'd leave them in their con- 
tainers and enjoy the wonderful fra- 
grance, After the flowers fade, cut 
off the old flowers at the base of the 
plant and fertilize them. In the fall, 
withhold water when the foliage 
Starts to discolor. 

Once the foliage is brown and 
dry, remove the brown, dead foliage 
then top-dress the pot with organic 
compost. In February, you can de- 
cide what to do with them, as the 
plants will be emerging from their 
dormancy. 

If you leave them as container 
plants be sure to place them in an 
area were they would receive mois- 
ture. The plants will send up new 
foliage in the spring and bloom in 
the early summer. Tuberoses will 
live happily in a pot for several 
years, but will eventually need to 
be divided and then either planted 
in the ground or separated into two 
or more pots. If you decide to plant 
in the ground, amend the soil be- 
fore planting with organic compost. 
Q. I'm planning to plant another crop 
of turnips this fall. The ones planted 
in the spring were wormy and the 
leaves were riddled with holes but 
| couldn't see any bugs. What can 
| do to prevent the worms and holes 
in the leaves? 

A. The biggest enemy of root 
crops like turnips, beets, onions and 
carrots are soil grubs and maggots. 
When you see the damage, it’s usu- 
ally too late to do anything. Your 
controls need to be applied early 
on as a preventative. I'd treat the 
soil with beneficial nematodes to 
control the soil insects. Beneficial 
nematodes are an environmentally 
safe solution to soil pests in veg- 
etable gardens and the earthworms 
are not harmed. 

They are available at your fa- 
vorite garden center and can be ap- 
plied at the time you sow the seeds. 
They are applied with a watering 
can or bucket and will travel 
throughout the soil hunting and 
seeking out soil insects. 

Beneficial nematodes remain ac- 
tive until the food source is ex- 
hausted. There activity is also re- 
duced as the soil temperature cools 
off. To protect the foliage from fly- 
Ing insects, I'd use Garlic Barrier as 
an insect repellent. However, | 
wouldn't be overly concerned with 
the flying insects as they are not ac- 
tive during the late fall and winter 
months. As with beneficial nema- 
todes, Garlic Barrier is safe to ap- 
ply to vegetable crops. 

Q. | have scale on my lemon tree 
and many of the leaves are covered 
with a black dust. I've tried spray- 
ing it with water, I've used a fungi- 
Cidal soap, and placed ant stakes 
in the ground. I've also released la- 
dybugs but they disappeared the

Fast soccer? It’s off the wall 


i The indoor game is 
played on a hockey rink, 
and the action rarely stops

Thwack! goes a shot off the 
boards. Bang! goes the follow-up 
off the plexiglass. Boom! goes a 
third attempt, just inches off its 
target. 

Quickly, the action moves to 
the opposite end, where the cy- 
cle of thwacks, bangs and booms 
often repeats itself, except for 
those times when defenders 
break up the play, a brave goal- 
keeper gets in the way of a siz- 
zling shot or the ball goes in the 
goal. 

Most refer to this game sim- 
ply as indoor soccer. Others dub 
it rink soccer. Spanish-speaking 
countries call it futbol rapido (fast 
soccer), which might be the best 
description of all as the action 
rarely stops. 


“It’s fast, you’re playing both 
offense and defense,” says Luis 
Orellana, soccer program direc- 
tor at Alameda’s Bladium Sports 
and Fitness Club. “It’s similar to 
basketball in that it’s a transition 
game, up and down, up and 
down. You can’t fall asleep out 
there.” 

Indoor soccer actually has dif- 
ferent forms. A five-a-side game 
known as “futsal” takes place on 
a basketball or team handball 
court. Futsal has no boards and 
uses a smaller ball than its out- 
door cousin. 

Rink soccer/futbol rapido em- 
ploys a standard soccer ball. And 
the game takes place inside a 
hockey rink, which gives the 
sport an identity all its own. 

“The walls make a big differ- 
ence,” says David Seidel, a 
Bishop O’Dowd High School 
graduate now playing outdoors 
at Sonoma State. “There’s less 
breaks, (as the ball) doesn’t go 
out (of bounds) as much.” 

The Bladium offers a number 


of leagues — men’s, women’s and 
coed — at various skill levels. 
The Bladium leagues differ 
slightly from the rink soccer most 
of us see on television in that 
they allow seven players in the 
rink rather than the usual six-a- 
side. 

Still, the action often happens 
at a breakneck pace. 

“It’s a lot faster, there’s more 
scoring (than outdoors),” says 
Orellana, who also plays for a 
team called Rosal, which com- 
petes in the men’s premier 
league, the highest level avail- 
able at the Bladium. 

Soccer purists might dismiss 
the sport. Some dub it “sockey,” 
a blend of soccer and hockey. 
And enthusiasts who favor futsal 
will have nothing to do with the 
boards. 

Folks like Orellana admit that 
futsal does wonders in develop- 
ing foot skills. Rink soccer, 
though, takes place in a larger 
area, and play generally gets 
much more physical. 


“It’s definitely not as intense 
as playing at the college level, 
but it’s good for the offseason,” 
says Seidel, Orellana’s Rosal 
teammate who happened to com- 
pete in the NCAA playoffs last 
season. “It’s good training in the 
offseason, for sure.” 

Despite criticism from some, 
the boards bring another facet to 
the game. 

The term, “wall pass” — soc- 
cer talk for a give-and-go — takes 
on a more literal meaning in rink 
soccer, as players bounce balls 
off the boards either to team- 
mates or themselves. 

“A lot of times it comes off the 
walls and you just have to antic- 
ipate and read it,” Seidel says. 

Games have fewer stoppages 
and generally are faster paced 
than futsal — and even some out- 
door games. 

That’s especially true among 
men’s premier teams, where skill 
levels are high and action gets 
most intense and sometimes con- 
tentious. At that level, players 


take the game much more seri- 
ously than what an observer 
might see at most high school 
outdoor games. 

But there are levels for less- 
serious and less-polished play- 
ers. 

“A lot of recreation players 
like indoors,” Orellana says. 
“They don’t have to commit to 
practice, so they play once a 
week indoors.” 

High-level outdoor players 
can get a lot out of futbol rapido, 
too. 

Rosal, for instance, features 
collegiate players like Seidel, and 
even some former professionals. 

“It’s also good for competitive, 
players,” Orellana says of the 
sport. “They use indoors for their 
practice.” 

Indoor soccer, rink soccer or 
futbol rapido. Just call it the sport 
of choice for soccer-loving folks 
looking for recreation, exercise 
or in some cases, serious com- 
petition, in their hours away from 
work or school. 


FISHING REPORT 


PACIFIC OCEAN 

Robert Gallia of the charter boat El 
Dorado said Saturday that he located a 
pocket of large fish four miles above 
Duxbury Reef. The fish were located 
close to shore in 40-60 feet of water, 
feeding on sardines and anchovies. For 
the day they landed 24 salmon out of 
30 hook-ups for 23 anglers. On Sunday 
the scores returned to 5-10 fish per 
boat as a cool northwesterly wind start- 
ing blowing off shore. On Monday and 
Tuesday, the scores seemed to im- 
prove, with the El Dorado III catching a 
fish a rod for seven people up to 26 
pounds. The fish have ranged between 
13 and 30 pounds. The scores will im- 
prove for the Bay Area fleet when the 
large school moves out of Fort Bragg. 
Barry Canevaro of the charter boat 
Fish’n Fool IV said salmon fishing re- 
mained a little slow with his boat aver- 
aging about a fish per rod over the 
past few days while trolling near 
Duxbury Buoy. The biggest they've 
caught has been around 33 pounds. 
Canevaro said fishing should pick up 
for the rest of the week if the salmon 
happen to make their way down from 
Fort Bragg. 
THE BAYS 

SUISUN: Jordona Santiago of Mar- 
tinez Bait and Tackle is reporting fair 
fishing this week with the Martinez pier 
getting good striper and bat ray action. 
The striper are in the 30-inch range 
and the rays are up to 80 pounds. 
Also, the sturgeon action is fairly slow 
unless you head to Buoy’s 2 and 4. Al- 
bert Betisfundiar of San Jose caught 
several sturgeon in the 47-54 inch 
range. All fish were released. Erik 
Crouch of Martinez caught a 75-pound, 
46-inch bat ray on anchovies from the 
Martinez pier. Martinez Bait and 
Tackle’s launch ramp extensions have 
been installed. Launching in low tides 
is far easier. Do Duong of Dockside 
Market in Pittsburg said a lot of small- 
ish stripers and sturgeon have been 
caught in the last week, with the 
stripers caught by the Pittsburg Marina. 
Salmon could also arrive in the next 
two weeks. The wind, like it has for 
most of the summer, has hurt the bite. 
THE RIVERS 

SACRAMENTO RIVER, REDDING: 


Kirk Portocarrerro of Outdoor Adven- 
tures Sport Fishing said fishing king 
salmon is fair, with one or two being 
caught per boat. Increasing numbers 
of salmon are passing over the Red 
Bluff Diversion Dam, which is good 
news as more salmon are in the river 
now than last year at this time . A few, 
nice kings are being caught in the Balls 
Ferry area using Flatfish and bouncing 
roe. The salmon ranging from 15-30 
pounds. Fly fishing and drifting for rain- 
bow trout is good with many 2-6 
pounders being caught. Using Pheas- 
ant tail Nos. 14-16 and Micro Mayfly 
Nymphs. Spin fishing is good, with an- 
glers using glo bugs and crickets. 


THE DELTA 


David Dutra of Gotcha! Bait and 
Tackle in Antioch said striper fishing is 
starting to come around, with a few be- 
ing caught by the Antioch Pier and the 
Rio Vista Bridge using sardines and an- 
chovies.

LAKE CHABOT, CASTRO VAL- 
LEY: The staff at Lake Chabot reported 
that trout fishing remains slow, but the 
best spot is by the dam. It was also a 
slow week for bass with no reports of 
any catches. Anglers still should try 
Alder Point, Coots Landing, the island 
and Bass Cove using crankbaits or a 
Yamamoto worm/creature. Action for 
catfish is good with several limits 
reported.

on a variety of lures, including 
Kastmasters and Needlefish. As usual, 
the most successful baits are PowerBait 
and/or nightcrawlers. Those trolling for 
trout should start close to the marina 
and work the eastern shoreline or the 
boom. Needlefish in shad patterns seem 
to work, especially running behind flash- 
ers or a dodger. There are bass biting 
near the rock wall. Use Senko's in black 
and blue, especially with glitter, in the 
mid-moming to afternoon. 

LAKE DEL VALLE, LIVERMORE: 
The staff at Lake Del Valle said bait fish- 
ing for trout has been really slow with 
trolling being more productive. Trolling 
at depths of 40-60 feet is the best bet. 
Try using Rapalas or nightcrawlers and 
flashers. Cody Guymon of Livermore 
caught a 10-pound trout while trolling 
at the dam using a broken back 
Rapala. For bass, fish from 6-8 a.m. 


using poppers in or around structure, 
or dragging buzz baits through the 
weeds. During the middle of the day, 
most of the fish are going to be about 
25 feet deep on structure. Look for 
points, drop-offs and rock piles, During 
this time, work crankbaits slowly or use 
plastics. Catfish action is still awesome. 
Over the weekend, a father-son team 
managed to catch six catfish, including 
a 6.5-pounder, in just a couple of 
hours. They were fishing near Swallow 
Bay using chicken liver. Reports of cat- 
fish being caught are coming from all 
over the lake, with most anglers using 
chicken liver. 

SAN PABLO RESERVOIR, EL 
SOBRANTE: The staff at San Pablo 
Reservoir said they are still seeing a few 
trout here and there, particularly from 
shore anglers at the main rec, and a 
few from trollers further down the reser- 
voir. Shore anglers need to strike early 
and stick with PowerBait in white or 
rainbow. If you're going to troll for trout, 
troll deep. Needlefish in clown or shad 
colored patterns seem to be the most 
productive. Start at 25 feet and work 
your way down. The fish are definitely _ 
staying where the water is cooler. Bass 
action is fairly wide open right now near 
the main rec area and at Scow Canyon. 
The shoreline that runs from the main ~ 
rec area to the dam has spit out a few ~ 
nice size largemouths as well. Try : 
Senkos in black and blue, just black, 
just blue, and sometimes pumpkin. 
Drop-shotting seems to the technique 
to stick with, even in the early hours. 
Some nice limits of catfish have come _ 
out, especially on Sunday when two 
groups of two anglers pulled out 20. _ 
cats, primarily from near the tower.

Rink soccer, or futbo/ rapido, as it 
is known in Spanish-speaking coun- 
tries, has many variations. 

Games at the Bladium Sports and 
Fitness Club in Alameda take place 
on a surface called AstroPlay, which is 
very similar to the FieldTurf seen at 
more and more high schools, 

AstroTurf — the stuff invented by 
Monsanto in the 1960s — is the sur- 
face of choice in many professional 
arenas, but there are no hard and fast 
tules regarding playing surfaces. 

“Our definition of indoor soccer is 
small-sided soccer with boards,” says 
Don Shapero, president of the U.S. 
Indoor Soccer Association. “There is 
no rule saying it has to be played on 
artificial turf.” 

Not all indoor soccer is even in- 
doors. 

“In San Diego, there are indoor 
soccer facilities without a roof,” Shap- 
ero says. “The rules also don't say 
anything about a roof.” 


Variations 


Among Bladium leagues, goals 
scored from more than 15 yards out 
count as two points, rather than one. 

Field markings at the Bladium are 
somewhat similar to those seen at 
hockey games, as passes that carry in 
the air over three lines are not al- 
lowed.

U.S. Indoor), the first indoor soccer 
match took place Dec. 2, 1885, at a 
Newark, N.J., roller skating rink. It was 
the first of a three-match series pitting 
the Westem Football Association of 
Ontario against Clark’s O.N.T. of 
Newark. The series included both out- 
door and rink games. The Canadian 
team won each of the rink games, 
and the series. 

Boston was the site of the first in- 
door soccer league in 1923. Those 
games played 11 a side, just as out- 
doors. Later in the 1920s, another 
league formed in New York City, with 
games taking place at old Madison 
Square Garden. 

The old Madison Square Garden 
also was the site of occasional indoor 
matches hosted by the American Soc- 
cer League in 1939. In 1950, the Na- 
tional Soccer League scheduled a 
season of games, some of them tele- 
vised. 

Eight years later, the ASL staged 
an all-day indoor soccer toumament 
at the old Madison Square Garden, at- 
tracting more than 14,000 fans. 

It wasn't until the 1970s, though, 
that the popularity of the current six-a- 
side game took root. Helping spur 
popularity were games pitting North 
American Soccer League players 
against the Soviet Red Army in 1974. 

The first world championship of 
futbol rapido took place in Mexico in 
1997. Mexico won the title with the 
United States placing second. Also 
Participating in that tournament were 
Canada, El Salvador, Argentina, Brazil, 
Uruguay, Portugal, France, Italy, South

Rachael: Part of our political 
view ... well, we’re pretty left, I 
should tell you. We do have chil- 
dren. I was in the Navy during 
the Gulf War. We’re very, very 
anti-war because we don’t want 
our children to go off to war and 
die. We don’t think anybody’s 
children should go off to war and 
die. So we feel very strong about 
that. 

Q: Does that come out in 
your lyrics? 

A: Rachael: Yeah — we have 
one specific song that we’re do- 
ing right now called “Tower of 
Babel” that Karen Elliot wrote 
that’s really specifically anti-war. 
There’s also one in the queue 
called “Momalition” that’s about 
women of the world banding to- 
gether as mothers to put an end 
to war. 

Karen: I teach at Diablo Val- 
ley College. Part of my job as an 
English teacher is to try and 
teach my students about op- 
pression. I teach them about sex- 
ism and racism, ableism and clas- 
sism, and all those things. 

What I like about Placenta is 
that I feel that I’m putting all 
that theory into action by actu- 
ally playing music that not only 
informs but also reinforces all 


the positive values that I feel re- 
ally strongly about. I haven't ac- 
tually written a song for the 
band, but I have one in mind 
about ageism. When I was 
younger it was adultism, and 
now it’s ageism. The shoe’s on 
the other foot, and I just think 
it’s really bad karma for people 
to be ageist, because age hap- 
pens to everybody. 

Q: Can you talk a little bit 
about the band dynamic? I’m 
getting the feeling that it’s a de- 
mocratic band — that everyone 
shares in the songwriting 
process, Is that true? 

A: Rachael: Yes, I think it’s 
very important for every mem- 
ber of the band to have space to 
contribute what they want to 
contribute.

band is eclectic and our music is 
eclectic, our fans are eclectic. I 
think there’s a really untapped 
desire in the public to have mu- 
sic that’s meaningful — there’s 
so much meaningless music out 
there. I think that people are re- 
ally tired of just surface, surface, 
surface ... they want to connect 
with something deeper. 


Q: What do you get out of 
playing in Placenta? 


A: Eileen: What I get out of 
working with this group is that 
I’m able to be comfortable with 
my expression, because it’s very 
transparent to me who we are. 
Who we are when we're re- 
hearsing, who we are when we're 
going onstage is the same. I don’t 
have to put on a persona. I don’t 
have to act a part. It’s inviting the 
audience and the people into who 
we are. 


There’s this huge comfort level 
that comes from having a good 
relationship with the people in the 
band and having this little mini- 
community where we're just our- 
selves, and that’s what we sort of 
bring out there. So the music is 
the best way to do it. It’s a pure 
thing — do your art.

Lyric Opera’s mission is accessibjj 


@ Founder, who recruits 
singers, says it’s always been 
more about the music itself

Oakland Lyric Opera is 
opera for the people. 

“This is not for the diamond 
tiara and fur stole crowd,” said 
founder Marilyn Kosinski. 

In fact, Kosinski invites au- 
dience members to wear jeans. 
It’s more about the music than 
the glitz and glamour, she said, 
and the focus is on making 
opera accessible to the com- 
munity. 

Although Oakland has rich 
musical traditions in jazz, the 
blues and many other genres, 
opera is not something that 


‘| most people associate with the 


city. Soprano Angela Dean-Ba- 
ham, who is singing in Oakland 
Lyric Opera’s next performance 
Sunday, said the company 
wants that to change. 

“We’re saying, ‘Oakland has 
opera too,” she said. 

The Oakland Lyric Opera 
has been around since 1993 and 
is slowly building its audience. 

Kosinski admits there are 
many small opera companies in 
the Bay Area, but she doesn’t 
see the competition as a nega- 
tive. 

“The more little opera com- 
panies the better because the 
more people who know about 
opera the better,” she said. 
Kosinski and Dean-Baham 
agree that it’s not about com- 
petition, but rather exposing 
community members to opera’s 
beauty. 

Kosinski recruits singers at 
the top of their game for her 
performances. She draws from 
local conservatory and univer- 
sity graduates and her in-box is 
often full of e-mails from 
singers eager to find a spot with 
the company. 

Although Kosinski does not 
lack available talent, she does 
have a marked lack of funds. 
The opera’s sponsorship has 
waxed and waned over the 
years and right now, times are 
tight. 

“Many of our programs are 
on hold,” Kosinski said. “Our 
funding has dried up and I need 
volunteers.” 

Among the halted programs 
are school outreach programs 
and a young artist’s studio. 

In addition, the opera has no 
permanent home. But this has 
not dissuaded Kosinski from 
her mission. Instead, she is just 
as passionate, if not more pas- 
sionate, about the opera com- 
pany than when she started it 
more than 10 years ago. 

To broaden to the company’s 
draw and diversity, Kosinski 
asks the singers she works with 
to choose pieces they would en- 
joy singing. Dean-Baham said 
having this opportunity is un- 
usual for opera singers. 
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SOPRANO AND FILM MAKER CAROLUN MICHELSON will be performing “Poemes de L’Extase” (“Poems of Ecstasy 


at the Chapel of the Chimes in Oakland.

“Most of the time you’re 
given what to sing and when 
and where to show up.

HE SHAPE, texture and 
Liner silhouettes of 

Japanese rural scenery are 
explored with meticulous detail 
in the etchings of Ryohei Tanaka 
at the Scriptum-Schurman Fine 
Art Gallery in Berkeley.

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1965 Buick Riviera now has 
over 100,000 miles on it

When native Pennsylvanian 
Burt Zwibel was discharged from 
the Army in July, 1965 after serv- 
ing as a dentist at Fort Myer ad- 
jacent to Arlington Cemetery, he 
was smitten by the history of the 
area and decided to become a 
Virginian by choice, 

He was also enamored of the 
new 1965 Buick Riviera. “It wasn’t 
In the cards,” he said. “Il had one 
wife, two kids and no Buick. The al- 
lure of the Riviera is that it looks like 
a customized car,” Zwibel said. 

An older physician in Maryland, 
however, did purchase a new black 
1965 Buick Riviera with a base price 
of $4,318. He kept the car for 27 
years, then sold it to another Mary- 

land doctor who continued to nur- 
ture the Buick in the same manner 
as the original owner. 

In 1998, the Buick was advertised 
for sale and Zwibel jumped at the 
opportunity, But another prospective 
buyer, a man from southern Virginia, 
was quicker. A disappointed but pa- 
tient Zwibel told the third owner to 
Call him if he should ever want to sell 
the sleek Riviera. 

Zwibel’s telephone rang in the 
summer of 2003 and, after a 38-year 
wait, he was about to become the 
owner of a like-new 1965 Buick Riv- 
lera. “| wanted an original, car,” he

said. Except for a respray of the 
gleaming black finish by the sec- 
ond owner, the car is virtually as it 
was when it left the factory. 

During their tenures, the first three 
owners had always garaged the car 
and avoided inclement weather. The 
car still had fewer than 100,000 miles 
when Zwibel picked it up and drove 
it home. “The original radiator was 
not doing the job,” he said. 

Since then, an oversized custom- 
made four-core radiator has been in- 
Stalled. “Now it’s a nice parade car,” 
Zwibel said. “It cannot overheat.” 

Beneath the sculpted engine 
hood Is an enormous 401-cubic- 
inch V8 engine developing 340 
horsepower, which can give the 
140-mph speedometer a workout. 

Factory-installed optional 
equipment includes: Tinted glass, 
cruise control, power antenna, 
custom interior, air conditioning, 
wire wheel covers, rear-window 
defogger, remote driver’s mirror, 
non-slip rear differential, cast 
ribbed valve covers and four-way 
power driver's seat. 

The custom interior with black 
leather seats, black dashboard and 
black carpeting is easily identified by

Dear Phil: | have no problem in 
saving money on an older car with 
what your mechanic tried to do. It 
sounds like the coil springs are 
wrong. With the correct coil spring 
the car should sit as it did before the 
strut change. You could always go

back to the factory electronic struts 
if you cannot get the proper coil 
spring. On some older electronic 
strut applications, GM has stopped 
production, and is now using non- 
electronic struts. 

Dear Doctor: | have a 2004 
Chevrolet Malibu. On a recent trip, 
when | stopped to pay a toll, | heard 
a “clunk,” like someone hit the car 
when | started to drive away. Then a 
second clunk. | went to the dealer 
and they road-tested the car and 
could not duplicate the sound. My 
warranty has only 900 miles left. — 
Carl 

Dear Carl: Take the car to an in- 
dependent shop and let them road- 
test it and check the suspension on

With the 4,036-pound Riviera 
cruising comfortably on a 117-inch 
wheelbase, Zwibel last summer 
drove to the Riviera National Meet 
in Lancaster, Pa. 

“It's a terrific road car,” he said, 
The odometer is just now ap- 
proaching 103,000 miles and Zwibel 
added, “The Turbine 400 automatic 
transmission shows no sign of wear 
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a drive-on style lift. The computer 
should also scan the transmission 
codes in memory or pending. As for 
the warranty, as long as you have 
documentation of a pre-existing com- 
plaint, that repair should be done af- 
ter the warranty at no charge. You 
must have the complaint in writing 
on a dealer service order. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 1993 Ford 
F-150 V-8 with 95,000 miles. The air 
conditioner works great on normal 
setting. If | switch to maximum and 
the rpms go above 2,000, the air- 
conditioner cuts out. Below 2,000 
rpm, the air-conditioner is fine. What 
is causing this problem? — Grant 

Dear Grant: What's the pressure? 
When the system fails what's the 
compressor is doing? The air-con- 
ditioner evaporator could also be 
freezing up. A possible faulty cycle 
switch, low charge, and even a re-

also said the air-conditioner is poor. 
What did Chevrolet do to the air-con- 
ditioning systems? — Jim 

Dear Jim: You are not the first to 
complain about poor air-conditioner 
performance in late model vehicles. 
The air-conditioning systems have a 
smaller capacity than the older ve- 
hicles and they are using an ozone 
friendly refrigerant. Another concern 


is the limit of air to cool down the 
condenser, due to the design of the 
car. Our 1996 Cadillac Seville also 
had poor air-conditioning perfor- 
mance. According to the GM spec- 
ifications, the car's air-conditioner 
was good, The average air-condi- 
tioner temperature out of the vents 
should be 30-35 degrees below the 
outside temperature. | have seen air- 
conditioner vent temperatures from 
a low of 39 degrees to 45, depend- 
ing of the outside temperature, Get 
a second opinion from a local shop 
on both vehicles. 

Dear Doctor: My 1999 Subaru 
Legacy front end sits too low. | have 
damaged it three times pulling up to 
parking markers and some driveway 
aprons. Is there any way to raise the 
front end? — Sherry 

Dear Sherry: Your car has a 
spring-and-strut suspension and 
there are no higher springs that will 
raise the front end high enough to 
solve your problem. Have a body 
shop modify the lower body shield.
